FOUR ANGELENOS 
SAVED FROM DEATH. 


MEN AND WIVES SPENT ENTIRE 
WINTER AT SUMMIT OF 
ORBGON MOUNTAIN, 


EUGENE (Or.) May 21.—News 


reached this city today of the res- 
cue, nearly starved, of (. H. McKean 
and Karl Ladewig of Los Angeles 
and their wives, who had spent the 
entire winter at the summit of the 
Cascade Mountains, 100 miles east 
of Eugene. 

There have been one or two in- 
stances of hunters and trappers en- 
during a winter deep in the moun- 
tains, but this t¢ said to have been 
the first time women have survived 
the storms which frequently pile the 
snow to a depth of twenty feet. 
When the party left ite cabin, Lade- 
wig fell down the mountain side and 
was severely injured later they 
reached a forest service telephone 
line which had been repaired at a 
break between them and civilization, 
and were able to summon assist- 
apce.

MILLION MORE 
THE ARMY. 


Estimate Registration of the 
Youths of 21. 
Quarter Million Exemptions 
are Expected. 


Plans for Draft June Fifth 
Made by Baker. 


[BY P. DAY WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, May 21. — Est!- 
mates today by Maj.-Gen. Crowder, 
provost marshal general, indicate 
that probably three-quarters of a 


million men will be obtained for the 
army by the registration on June 5 
of all youths who have attained 21 
years of age since June 5 lest. 

Fully a million youths, according 
to Gen. Crowder's estimate, will be 
registered. At least one-fourth of 
them, he thinks, will be exempted on 
vatious grounds. 

BAKER’S ESTIMATE. 

A statement by Secretary Baker 
giving the estimate and outlining 
plans for the draft given out today 
reads: 

“Probably 750.000 men will be 
added to the American army in the 
making, by the registration on June 
5 next of bove who have reached the 
age of 21 since June 5, 1917, or who 
will be 21 on or before June 6, 1918 
This 4stimate made today by Provost 
Marshal-General FE. H. Crowder, who 
will direct the registration. 

“Gen. Crowger'’s estimate was 
based on the fact that almost 10.- 
000,000 men registered last year. This 
number included all between 21 and 
$1. Statistica collected by Gen 
Crowder's offiecérs show that a little 
more than 10 per cent. of these men 


thie year’s registration will exceed 
one million. 
ALLOWANCES. 

“Of this number Gen. Crowder es- 
timates three-quarters, or about 759.,- 
000, will be avaliable for military 
service. This makes proper allow- 
ances for physical defects, exemp- 
tions because of dependents and oth- 
er bare to military service. 

“I'nder President Wlison'’s proc- 
lamation, male persons, citizens 
or aliens, must register. The only 
persona excepted are officers and en- 
listed men of the regular arm) 
navy and Marine Corps and the Na- 
tional Guard and Naval Militia while 
in Federal service, and officers of thea 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and enlisted 
men in the enlisted reserve corps 
while In ac¥ve service. 

“Gen. Crowder plana to have the 
local boards keep their offices open 
for registration purposes between 7 
Between 
those hours all young men who were 
born between June 6, 1894, and June 

1897, must register. These men 
are subject to the provisions of the 
selective service act, under which 
the firat regietration was held.”

LONG BEACH, May 21.-—Fol- 
lowing the drastic action on the part 
of the Long Beach Apartment and 
Hotel Association tn passing @ reso- 
lution yesterday prohibiting the 
keeping of all pets in the future in 
establishments conducted or con 
trolled by members of that organ- 
ization, as an emergency war meas- 
ure, the subject has suddenly  be- 
come one of moment and is being 
discussed in every quarter. 

This was animal day at the meet- 
ing of the City Commissioners, prac- 
tically the entire session being 
given over to the discussion of the 
domestic pet question. 

Mayor William T, Lisenby opened 
with & broadside against all wnat- 
tached dogs and cats, averring 
that this city was overrun with 
therm. The municipal executive an- 
nounced his intention of drawing up 
an ordinance to license all cats, de- 
epite the defeat of such a movement 
recently in Los Angeles. 

“I am sure there are fifteen cats 
in my immediate neighborhood,” 
said the Mayor, “and they all belong 
to the nocturnal chorus and hold 
endices nightivy sessions, making 
sleep iImposeible.” 

Mayor Lisenby also expressed the 
opinion that as a food conservation 
step al! stray dogs and cats in the 
city should be dteposed of, and 
suggested raising the present $3-a- 
year dog license to $5, and have: ft 
include cats also, Commissioner E. 
T. Tincher cautioned against mak- 
in@ the cat license too high, remark- 
ing that “cats were useful around 
the houes.”’ 

After the Commissioners had 
aired thetr opinions on the cat and 
dog situation, the discussion turned 
to chickena. The consensus of opin- 
jon seemed to be that reosters 
crowed entirely too much for the 
convenience of residents in certain 
clove-in districts. 

Chanticleer’s statue was brought 
to the attention of the municipal so- 
lons by a communication from H. D. 
Stramiler, No. $4 American avenue, 
who prayed that the present ordi- 
nance prohibiting the keeping of 
chickens In the downtown district 
be amended so as to permit the 
keeping of hens for laying purposes. 

Thies request was notoniy denied, 
but {t was proposed to introduce an 
ordinance that will eliminate roost- 
er sentirely from the city limits 

Mayor Lisenby said that people in 
his vicinity kept roosters that crowed 
all hours of the day and night, and 
that he favored a “back-~-to-the- 
farm” movement for the male of 
the especies, He said that the roosters 
in his nelehborhood seemed to take 
a special delight in exercising their 
vocal propensities on bright moon- 
light nights, and that taken in con- 
junction, the chorus of the cate and 
the cocks Was not a condition calcu- 
lated to insure peace and quietude 
in a community

PLAN TO KEEP 
CANNERS BUSY. 


Government Wants Big Lot of 
Pork and Beans. 


New Equipment Likely for 
Many of the Pints. 


Commerce Chamber Meeting 
Discusses Outlook. 


How to utilize the big fruit-can- 
ning factories In Southern California 
which have been standing idle from 
seven to ten months each year was 
the keynote of a meeting of can- 
ning-factory managers at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday after- 
noon. 

Carl McBtay, special representa- 
tive of the Chamber, who hag just 
returned from Washington, called 
the canners together to ask them if 
they could guarantee delivery on 
1,000,000 cases of pork and beans 
within a year. 

Their answer was that they might 
deliver 250,000 cases by the end of 
1918 and that (1,000,000 cases each 
twelve months thereafter might pos- 
sibly be packed here. The canners 

re unable to begin packing pork 
and beans immediately because they 
are within thirty days of the apricot 
season, which is quickly fellowed by 
the peach pack and the tomato har- 
vest. 

Several of the packers stated that 
Southern California has not been 
packing 100,000 cases of pork and 
beans a year—that this commodity 
was only packed in peace times as 
a filler to keep the employees at 
work through dull perioda. 

FOR NEW EQUIPMENT. 

Mr. McStay ascertained that most 
of the packers would have to install 
new equipment before tackling the 
pork and bean business, but he 
found them all willing to undertake 
te do so if it an eagential aid to 
the winning of the war. Ali of 
them Were inclined to favor the idea 
of having the government fix what 
it considers a fair cost price, plus a 
reasonable profit for putting up pork 
and beans, rather than placing the 
packers on the competitive bid ba- 
sis. They favor the fair-price plan, 
they say, because most of them 
know nothing of the cost of  pack- 
ing such a commodity and are not 
inclined to do experimenting on a4 
competitive-bid basis 

Mr. MeStay put the  propositon 
up.to the cannpers from the govern- 
ment of view—that of 
eliminating the haul over 
transportation lines and using 
cal producta. When the zone system 
of supply-purchasing becomes thor- 
oughly effective, the men in the can- 
tonmente at Omaha and Fort 
Worth will not be eating Southern 
California tomatoes, but the men 
at' Camp Kearny will, and the sol- 
diers at Camp Lewis will eat beans 
and tomatoes canned in Washing- 
ton. 

HERE AND OVERSEAS. 

Southern California is now called 
upon to can enough pork and beans 
to supply the troops in California 
cantonments and leave a surplus for 
shipment overseas in boats bullt at 
the harbor. It is a Nttle late (for 
tackling the big contract this year, 
the canners agree, because the per- 
ishable fruit pack is almost upon 
them, but after it Is out of the way 
they will be in a position to under- 
take the job, and they will under- 
take it, they assert, and put it 
through in regular Southern Cali- 
fornia style. 

There is good reason for believ- 
ing thet after December 1 this 
vear canning factories In Los An- 
geles, Pasadena, Pomona, Ontario 
and other cities will be working full 
blast on pork and beans—perhaps 
running double shifts. Mr. McStay 
has given the packers assurance that 
the government is looking forward 
to from three to five years more of 
the war, and they believe that 
with such an outiook they can well 
afford to throw their energy into 
the pork and bean packing business. 

The packers appear to have the 
impression that they may not be 
able to secure enough small white 
beans to meet thelr demands when 
they get the wheels to turning 
This is a matter that will depend 
upon the ranchers. It will be neces- 
sary for Southern Californians to 
grow a greatly increased acreage of 
amall white beans next year, and 
it will doubtless be profitable for 
them to do so, because there is no 
iWkelihood that the government 
will cease price-fixing during the 
war 

CHANCE FOR PROFITS. 

Tt might be wise for people who 
will be In a position to grow white 
beans next year to do a little ex- 
perimenting tha season in order 
to ascertain what methods will pro- 
duce the best results on a larger 


scale.

This is the result of an 
international deal made in South- 
ern California by K. Jouravieff, a 
Russian nobleman who has just re- 
turned from Pasadena. While there 
he purchased a large interest in the 
Pine Creek mine, Inyo countyyvirtu- 
ally financing the owning company, 
and gontracted for the output to the 
extent of 560,000 unite of WO, or 
900 tons of concentrate worth at 
present $1500 per ton. This means 
$1,350,000. Tungsten is an impor- 
tant war essential. 

Mr. Jouravieff, a silent but notable 
figure in international finance and 
other activities during the past two 
years of war, comes from Petrograd. 
Hie is engaged in  ferro-tungsten 
manufacture, with a plant in Balti- 
more, where the Southern California 
concentrates will be brought for re- 
duction. He was on the point of 
departure for Bolivia in quest of an 
ore supply, intending to ship his con- 
eentrates all the way to Baltimore, 
when his attention was attracted to 
the tungsten field near Bishop, Inyo

TAKE STOCK OF FLOUR. 


W. T. Bishop, who was recently 
appointed by Ralph P. Merritt, State 
Food Administrator, to take charge 
of the assembling of all surplus 
wheat flour in Southern California, 
began his duties yesterday. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Bishop, there will be con- 
siderably less surplus of wheat flour 
in this district than was first ex- 
pected. The survey and invoice of 
all wheat-flour stocks in the State 
was made thirty days ago and a 
large portion of this amount has 
subsequently been used up. Detalled 
information as to where the surplus 
will be assembled, and when it will 
be shipped direct to France as Cali- 
fornia’s contribution, has not been 
decided upon by the State Food Ad- 
ministration. Mr. Bishop stated yes- 
terday that ft will take nearly a 
month to assemble the surplus for 
shipment. 

Potatoes went up yesterday tn the 
fair-price list, advancing 25 cents on 
the 100 pounds to the retailer, al- 
though the quotation to the con- 
sumer remains the same. Butter 
and extra selected eggs also ad- 
vanced 2 cents on the pound and on 
the dozen.

being so successfully employed here. 

“Ewe woman who goes into the 
fields thig summer is a vicarious sol- 
dier,” De. Shiels will say in the 
letter. “Moreover, she ts prevent- 
ing the loss of thousands of pounds 
of foodstuff—and food will win the 
war. The opportunity offered in this 
work ts of unparalleled advantage to 
teachers and to women who lead 
indoor lives during the winter. 

“Not only ere the advantages of 
working for the war and earning «4 
living combined, but life in the open 
ie absolutely assured. The Land 
Army, realizing that tt is dealing 
with city-bred women, arranges the 
work carefully, in order to avoid 


over-fatigue. A period of rest will 
assured during the heat of the 
day.” 


At the suggestion of the local of- 
ficers of the Land Army it ts pos- 
sible that with this letter will be In- 
cluded a copy of President Wlison's 
letter to Mra. Henry Wade Rogers, 
chairman of the New York Exectu-

From 
eertiest history the Slav race has never 
geeted long in captivity. Latest dispatches 
from Moscow are to the effect that the 
Bolsheviki and another breed of anarchists 
ere engaged in an internecine strife that is 
yapidiy ridding the country of them both.

The slogan “Business as Usual” is a fal 
lacy, proclaimed Director Gifford of the 
Council of National Defense recently, when 
outlining the council's plan for a new thrift 
campaign to reduce consumption of the 
“less essential commodities” — whatever 
they may be. The campaign ts to be waged 
largely through the use of posters similar 
to those used in advertising War Savings 
Stamps and Liberty Bonds. Just what in- 
dustries will be made the victims of this 
attack is not made clear, but they presum.- 
ably will be those not listed under the 
heading of “Essential to the War.” 

Just how he arrives at the conclusion 
that the curtailment of non-war industries 
will provide more food or other necessaries 
for the soldiers is a matter Director Gifford 
Reglects to explain. How anyone engaged 
in business can believe that the destruction 
of another legitimate business will further 
his success is yet to be made clear. 

Just now the main business of the United 
States is to wage war; and finally to win 
it. Any move that tends to smoothness of 
production is a move to win the war. Any 


measure that interferes with production 


and results in an upheaval will shake the 
economic structure. The interests of the 
essential and of the non-essential industries 
are allied—the industries themselves are 
more or less closely interwoven. Any force 
that affects one will in a greater or less de- 
gree affect the other. Yet this simple truth 


| does not seem to be apparent to the Council 


of National Defense. 

A reduced consumption of non-essentials 
will not win the war—we do not even see 
how it can assist in winning it. A certain 
number of people are dependent upon the 
non-essential industries for their existence. 
The government is dependent upon the 
prosperity of the people for its existence. 
Should the production of all so-called non- 
essentials be stopped either by legislation 
or the campaign these people would have to 
find other means of support. The war in- 
dustries would accommodate some few, but 
the great majority without ekill in me- 
chanics or in other trades necessary to the 
war industry would be up a etump. And 
who shall determine what things are es- 
sential and what are non-essential? For 
instance, meat and tobacco are both non- 
essentials for this writer. 

The proponents of these various plans 
to curtail “Business as Usual” do not seem 
to realize, or, perhaps, they, for the time 
being, forget that to practice thrift you 
must have an income on which to practice. 
Should this income be derived from some 
business which is arbitrarily classed as not 
essential to the conduct of the war and be 
the object of a campaign such as this, the 
only result can be that the income is 
greatly diminished or possibly cut off. 
What particular point is gained or end 
achieved by hampering these businesses” 

In times such as these the natural ten- 
dency ts to cut down on the purchase of 
all but necessities. The purveyors of non- 
essentiala are finding their returns consid- 
erably affected, but are supporting the gov- 
ernment to the extent of their ability. 
Should their incomes be reduced to such an 
extent that they cannot make ends meet, 
the government must be denied such finan- 
cial support as they are giving. Indeed, 
should the income cease entirely the ma- 
jority would not be able to engage in pro- 
ductive war work and possibly would be 
dependent upon others for support. 

If the Cqnncil of National Defense or the 
backers of other schemes would guarantee 
to look out for those affected by such cam- 
paigns there could of course be no serious 
opposition to their efforts. But they make 
no such provision; do not seem to even con- 
sider that their campaign is going to affect 
the means of support of thousands; ap- 
parently overlook the fact that the success 
of their plans means the destruction of 
many business organizations. 

This campaign and others of the same 
nature are movements that will affect all. 
Not all can be engaged in productive war 
work. The failure of business houses will 
disturb the financial world. The conserva- 
tion of finances is the professed aim of 
these people. If the people have no money 
there can be no conservation. If money 
is afraid to go Into business it is but a step 
further for money to be afraid to back the 
government. And who shal! hold the sack’ 
Who shall retain the money that is not 
spent? Will it do the country more good 
in safety deposit vaults than if it were kept 
in circulation? 

“Business as Usual” is not a fallacy; it is 
out of date. “More Business Than Usual” 
fis the new slogan and is the one to carry 
the nation through. | 


ATTLES OF THE AIR. 

“God keep you from dying old!” This 
salutation has been adopted for parting by 
the knights of the airdrome on the western 
front. With the advent of the airplane 
chivalry has come back again; new squad- 
rons of air cavalry are being rapidly or- 
ganized behind the Allied lines, and do- 
minion over the clouds is passing perma- 
nently from the Hun. Late dispatches from 
the fighting front are to the effect that the 
domain of the aircraft is spreading rapidly. 
On Monday great air raids were carried out 
by both sides, thousands of craft partici- 
pating. While the Germans were deliver- 
ing their most formidable air attack on 
London the Allied air squadrons were raid- 
ing German fortified cities a hundred miles 
east of the Rhine. 

More than one hundred Gothas (the Ger- 
man raiding cars) took part in the moon- 
light attack on London; but not all re- 
turned. The greatest damage was wrought 
by the explosion of bombs in a German 
plane when it was shot down in the out- 
skirts of London. This attack was the six- 
teenth attempt of the Germans to bomb 
St. Paul’s and Westminster Abbey. The 
German aviators are reckless of life in 
their endeavors to add these two famous 
structures to the long list of cathedrals, 
hospitals and public buildings destroyed by 
the Huns since the war began; but, while a 
number of bombs have fallen in Westmin- 
ster borough, the Parliament buildings and 
the rare old Pnglish cathedrals have not 
been struck. Some things seem to be pro- 
tected by Providence itself from the Huns. 
There were the usual casualties among the 
civilian population; about 200 persons,

mostly women and children, were hit; but 
no military damage was inflicted. 

More successful were the Allied raiders 
in their assaults on German towns. The 
great gas works near Karisruhe were almost 
wholly destroyed. It was there that the 
Huns manufactured most of the poison 
shells which they used so profusely during 
the last offensive. So great a quantity of 


gas and chemicals were destroyed that the 


fumes mounted even to the level of the 
airplanes. Destroying the Karlsruhe works 
was a lucky strike for the Allies, as the 
gas was evidently stored for a coming of- 
fensive. The Cologne raid was the most 
extensive yet conducted by the Allied air- 
craft. A German dispatch says the air was 
filled with the raiders and that the German 
machines were forced to retire before su- 
perior numbers. Special attention was paid 
to the Cologne raliroad depot and to the 
railroad yards. Cologne is an important 
supply station back of the German lines. 
Allied airmen assert that no trains passed 
through Cologne for thirty-six hours after 
the raid. 

As the Allies incfease their number of 
air squadron they are able to retaliate tn 
kind for the wanton destruction by German 
alrmen inflicted on Allied cities far behind 
the fighting lines. It is possible that a re- 
sult of this retaliation may be a mutual 
agreement not to bombard cities outside 
the actual fighting zone. Germany will be 
all the more ready to make such a stipu- 
lation, since she has discovered that the 
Allies are now strong enough to assert 
their mastery. 


Hun aviators have been faring badly on . 


the fighting front. The German General 
Staff is avid for exact information con- 
cerning the disposition of the Allied re- 
serves. There is a patent apprehension 
that Gen. Foch.may be preparing for a 
great counter offensive. With its charac. 
teristic disregard for human life the Ger- 
man General Staff is sending aviator after 
aviator forth in a forlorn hope of passing 
through the. Allied air defense and discov- 
ering the disposition of the enemy's re- 
serves. Twenty-seven of these were shot 
down by the Allied airmen on May 20. The 
Allied total for ten days was more than 200 
enemy machine. Gen. Petain asserted 
in a recent interview that one of the most 
effective agents for stopping the Hun drive 
fin the early days of April was the Allied 
air defense. During the whole of the great 
battle in Flanders and Picardy the Allies 
retained their supremacy of the air. “If 
German aviators had given accurate reports 
of our effectives in the front lines,” he 
said, “there is no telling what might have 
happened. They ‘were not able to give 
accurate information because few of those 
who crossed our lines ever returned. The 
German failure to carry out their ambl- 
tious programme was due in a large part 
to the damage inflicted on their air force 
by our pilots immediately preceding and 
during the offensive.” 

America has an air force of more tbah 
1000 men in France. Only a part of these 
are actual pilots, however; most of them 
are still going through a course of instruc- 
tion while they care for the fhachines. One 
of the tragic episodes of the war was the 
collapse of the aviation programme last 
year. The American pilots actually tn the 
alr are fiying in foreign machines, although 
they are paid for by the American govern. 
ment. They are doing their share in break- 


ing up the scouting offensive of the Ger - 


-thonal capital unless they 


man pilots which has been in progress for 
more than a week. The airplane activity 
of the Huns has been regarded as a pre 
liminary to another big drive towards the 
channel! ports. But reports from the front 
are to the effect that no German machines 
are pow able to pags the Allied air defense. 
The mastery of the air has passed to the 
Allies and they are using this advantage 
in @ manner to embarrass tremendously 
the German attempt to organize for a new 
offensive. The Times has always felt that 
supremacy of the air would be a dominant 
factor in the final defeat of the German 
land forces. America has made a bad start 
in this line; but there is still ample oppor- 
tunity for a whirlwind finish. 


THE SOURDOUGH “REBELLION.” 


No more interesting “rebellion” has taken 
place in the United States in recent years 
than that of the “sourdoughs” in the re- 
mote fastnesses of Alaska, who resented 
being exempted by the United States Pro- 
vost Marshal from the operation of the 
draft and threatened to march on the na- 
were permitted 
to play their full part in the war which con- 
cerns the entire nation. ; 

It was nothing more than was to have 
been expected. The type of men who 
braved the cold of Arctic winters and the 
dangers of an unmapped wilderness were 
not the type of which slackers are made, 
and they ask odds of no one. The circum- 
stance that it is difficult to count them 
that it would be hard to enforce the law 
if they tried to defy it makes no difference. 
They stand on their rights, and the right 
to be drafted is one of these. 

This view gives new dignity to the draft 
army as a whole, and puts emphasis where 
it belongs, on the essential democracy of 
universal service.—| Portland Oregonian.

DEFER PLAN TO 
ALTER CHARTER 


Council Wrangles Over _Four 
Proposed Amendments. 


Many Opposed to the District 
Representation Scheme. 


Will Give Protestants Chance 
to Air Their Views. 


The Council yesterday postponed 
action for two weeks upon four pro- 
posed charter amendments, the pur- 
pose being to give everyone oppor- 
tunity to present their views upon 
the various questions. The propo- 
sitions are district representation, 
proportional representation, the cre- 
ation of a license bureau and an ad- 
ditional provision to the pension fund 
department. 

Notwithstanding that petitions 
have been signed by more than 9000 
persons urging district representa- 
tien, which means that the city 
would be divided inte Afteen dis- 
tricts, each district being represented 
by one Couneiiman, it developed yes- 
terday that there will be strong op- 
Position to the plan. DPD. M. Gan- 
dier, author of the Gandier no-saloon 
ordinance, appeared before the com- 
mittee of the whole and expressed 
& doubt as to the success of the pro- 
pored amendment. 

Dr. Gandier sald he does not de- 
Heve that the people will stand for 
& plan Which will call for the elec- 
tien of fifteen Counciimen. While 
he did not approve the proportional 
representation scheme, he said he 
believed it will be more to the lik- 
ing of-the people. 

In the opinion of Dr. Gandier the 
Criswell plan might receive a ma- 
jority support tf it ie amended so as 
to divide the city into three districts 
instead of five and elect three Coun- 
cilmen from each of the three dis- 
tricts. 

Edward Purcell, one of the leaders 
in the movement to have a return 
of the ward system through the dis- 
trict representation scheme, pointed 
to the fact that under the proposed 
proportional representation plan that 
all of the Councilmen could come 
from one little nerrow district, and 
declared the people are tired of such 
a method. 

City Attorney Stephens ve the 
Council an opinion to the effect that 
it can wait until September & to or- 


der the questions placed upon the gayly at shore and mountain resorts.

Interior have made many singular 
discoveries, which at other times 
would be insignificant. The service 
has taken 2000 men from the de- 
partment. One man who was sent 
to France was @ geologist who had 
been in Alaska for twenty years. 

“What possible use will they have 
for you in France?” I asked him 
when he came to tell me he was go- 
ing. He explained that he would be 
used to locate trenches with respect 
to the strata of the earth, so that 
they would be seif-draining and as 
dry as possible. 

“The department has developed 
out of the gas masks fashioned from 
those used in the mines of this coun- 
try a model that is now considered 
ome of the best universal gas absorb- 
ers In use in Europe. In addition to 
the 450 chemists in our own labora- 
tory in Washington we are using the 
laboratories of the universities as 
adjuncts.

HE DID IT FOR 
GOOD OF CAUSE. 


Bible Student Distributor 
Faces Sedition Charge. 


Says Pastor Russell Didn't 
Write “Finished Mystery.” 


Tells of Turning Back All His 


Sale Commissions. 


Revolution and revelation were 
conflicting factors at the trial of 
James J. Eagleston, International 
Bible student, who is accused of 
Viviaiing the Espionage Act by cir- 
culating “The Finished Mystery,” 
beicre United States District Judge 
Bledsoe yesterday. 

KR. Wilson of No. 200 Oak Knoll 
avenue, Pasadena, testified that 
Eagleston approached tim «bout 
March 15, and in trying to sell him 
a copy of the alleged seditious book 
declared “that the greatest revolu- 
tion «f which the world ever knew 
weuld take place after the war.’ 

On the stand in his own behalf, 
Eagieston denied this, adding that 
he had uscd the word revelation 
instead of revolution. 

He aleo admitted under cross- 
examination by Uniteu States As- 
fistant Attorney Palmer that “The 
Finished Myertery” was a posthu- 
mous production of Pastor Russell, 
“written by somebody else and 
complied and put into circulation 
since the advent of the United 
States into the war.” He added that 
he circulated the work, not for 
money, “but for the good of the 


cause. 
GOING TO po«ags? 

Mr. Wilson stated that he could 
remember little more of his argu- 
ment with Hagleston than that the 
defendant talked “as if the world 
was going to the dogs, generally.” 
and that the United States should 
not heve eritered the wer under any 
conditions. 

That “The Finished Mystery” was 
based fundamentally on the Book 
of Revelations, was testified by 
Eagieston. Mrs. Olive Lowe of Pasa- 
dena, to whem FEagleston sold a 
copy of the work, also asserted that 
the defendant told her “tnat there 
Ought to be a revolution here, the 
same as in Europe.” She could re- 
member nothing further of her con- 
versation with him, she stated. 

“The mystery is evidently still 
unfinished,” interposed the court, 
whimetically. 

“What did you mean !n your con- 
Yersations with the two witnesses, 
revolution or revelation’” asked At- 
torney ‘Warren L. Williams of the 
defendant. 

“Revelation,” he replied. “This 
has been dominant tn my mind be- 
cause of the Book of Revelations 
being the basic principle of “The 
Finished Mystery.’ I have had noth- 
ing to do with revolutions. The 
government deals with them. I am 
a follower of the teachings of Jesus 
Christ 

Reverting to the publishing of 
the work, Mr. mer brought out 
from the defendant that he knew 
nothing of the publishers, saying 
that he Was emploved by and re- 
ceived his orders from the Los An- 
gzeles headquarters of the Interna- 
tional Bible Students’ Association. 

IS NATURALAZED. 

The witness sald he was a garden- 
er by trade, working for private 
residences, and that he was let out 
of employment fn Pasadena thie 
year. He then commenced to can- 
vases subscriptions for “The Finished 
Mystery.” he stated. and had dis- 
posed of two volumes, “with the 
seditious matter eliminated,” when 
arrested by Officer Nell Max of the 
Pasadena department. The receipts 
from the sales, amounting to 690 
cents, he turned into the Los An- 
geles headquarters of the Bible stu- 
dents. 

Fagieston declared he was born 
in Engiand, and came to the United 
Btates in 1888, and was naturalized 
at Zion City, TIL. tn 1892. He detited 
knowing anything of the contents of 
the half-dozen or more pages con- 
sidered seditious by the government 
and ordered eliminated 

“Tl was ordered from -headquar- 
ters to cut these pares ont, and 
I did so without reading them,” he 
asserted 

The court, will instruct the 
thie morning. Representatives of the 
International Bible Students’ Asso- 
elation were present during the 
trial, assisting the defense.

HAT Los Angeles will be a | 
pected to confine its improve- 
ment projects—emall or big-—— 
to those receiving approval of the 
Capital Issues Committee is the sub- 
stance of a telegram received yes- 
terday by City Attorney Stephens 
from the committee. The message 
was in answer to a telegram sent 
the previous day by the City Attor- 
ney asking for the committee's inter- 
pretation of the War Corporation 
Act. The answer was as follows: 
“Your telegram concernink the 
War Finance Corporation Act re- 
ceived. It means both aggregate is- 
sues and single issues exceeding 
$100,000." 

In a message to the Council this 
morning the City Attorney will say: 

“It would seem to me that the 
procedure of the Counctl should be 
to immediately consider and pass 
upon those projects which will re- 
quire the issuance of bonds in the 
order of.their importance as you 
judge the same. Fach application 
anq our representation on each mat- 
ter should be separately mailed to 
the committee at Washington, with 
copies to thé subcommittee at San 
Francisco, and no bonds should tesue 
until tndorsement is received. 

“While tn San Francisco I also-in- 
terviewed two members of the Board 
of Supervisors and the assistant City 
Attorney, and they stated that their 
budget had been cut considerably 
and did not contain any large im- 
provement appropriations other than 
for development on the Hetch 
Hetchy water and light project, and 
that they would proceed with nec- 
eseary street work. 

“Permit me to add that in connec- 
tion with these matters we must at 
all times bear in mind that the 
United States government is speak- 
ing to us and asking co-operation in 
the business which must be made 
successful or all projects fall. Un- 
der such circumstances we cannot 
measure our actions with those of 
any other city, for that would be 
putting our patriotism on a com- 
parative besis. It seems to me in 
this day when we must learn the 
meaning of sacrifice we have a plain 
duty before us of discarding the 
nonessentials and of going to the 
government only with a clear and 
explicit statement as to those im- 
provements which we deem essential 
at this time.

It 
would seem, however, that the pro- 
hibition of essential improvements 
at this time would be the narrowest 
kind of policy for the government to 
adopt, for the efficient management
